balky horses: 1. Pat tho horso upon tho 
nock; examine tho harness carefully, first on 
ono sido nnd then on tho other, speaking 
encouragingly while doing so; then jump in- 
to Iho wagon and givo Iho word go; 
gen- 


erally ho will obey. 


2. A toainslor iu Maine says ho cau slart 


tho worst balky horso by taking him out of 
tho shafts aud making him go round in a 
circle till ho is giddy. If tho first dance of 
this sortdosen't cure him, Iho second will. 


;). To euro a balky horse, simply place 


your hand over tho horse's noso and shut off 
his wind until ho wauls lo go, nnd then lot 
him go. 


1. Tho bralu of a horso seems to onlortam 


but one idea nl a time; therefore continued 
whipping only confirms his stubborn re- 
solve. 
If you can, by nny menus, givo him 


a now subject to think of, you will general- 
ly have no trouble in starting him. 
A 


simple remedy is lo take n couple of turns 
of stout twine nrouud tho foreleg, just bo- 
low tho knee, tight enough for tho horso to 
feol, nud tie in a bowkuol. 
At tho first 


chock ho will generally go dnucing off, nnd 
after going a short distance you can get out 
nnd remove the siring, to prevent injury to 
tho tendon in your further drive. 


5. Take Iho tail of tho horse bolweon the 


hind logs, aud lie it by n cord to the caddie- 
girth. 


0. Tie n string around tho horse's ear, 


close to his head.
